with the Lindbergh ransom notes. 
He said he was hit in the ribs 


on the day of his arrest, was beat- 
en the next day, and later was 
made to write "note" for "not," 
officers telling him he would get 
no sleep unless he did as they 
asked.

Hauplmann said the letter and 


the envelope were not written in 
hia handwriting. 
'One by one, Reillv brought the 


notes of the correspondence be- 
tween the kidnaper and 'Jafsie' 
to Hauptmann, who denied he 
wrote any of them. 
' 


Finally 
Reilly 
produced 
the 


wrapping paper In which the kid- 
naper mailed the baby's sleeping 
suit to Dr. Condon, 


Q. I ask you if any part of this 


paper—If the first or the second 
addresses on It were written by 
you? 


A. It's not written by me. 
Rellly produced 
the 
sleeping 
suit. Hauptmann gazed at it as 
if fascinated. 
3. Did you eve rtake that off 
Baby Lindbergh? 
A, 
A. I never saw that baby, alive 
or dead. 
, 


Q. Did you ever take that off 
in your possession? 


A'. I did not. 
Q. Did you ever mail it to Dr. 
Condon? 
A. I did not. 


Shifted Uneasily. 
Hauptmann's face was deadly 
serious and pale. His head turned 
to the side as he answered and 
he shifted uneasily in his chair. 


Q. You saw the 
thumbguard 
here in court?. 


A. Well I saw it only at a dis- 
tance. 


Q. I ask you, did you .ever see 
that thumb guard? 


A. I never saw that. I don't 


know what it is for. 
Hauptmann's eyes were fixed on 
the little wire 
Contrivance 
as 


Reilly held 't UP between thumb 
and finger. 


Another ransom note was thrust 
before Hauptmann. And another. 
And another. 
"Did you write 
that 
letter." 


Reilly asked gently each time. 
"No I did not," was the care- 
fully enunciated reply to each 
question. 
After a brief recess Hauptmann 
returned to his chair at the rail 
with his crui rds. 
Court Resumes. 


Court resumed at 11:23. While 


Reilly discussed an exhibit with 
his associates, Hauptmann looked 
around the room. 
Justice 
Trenchard 
suggested 


Reilly proceed 
and 
Hauptmann 
swung his head to stare at the old 
presiding judge. 
Reilly showed the witness a pic- 
ture of the scene of the ransom 
contacts "John" had with Dr. Con- 
don.It showed the entrance of Wood- 
lawn cemetery, when John and 
Jafsie met for the first time. It 
was admitted as evidence. 
Q. 
How far away from your 


house would you say the .main 
entrance of Woodlawn cemetery 
is? 


A. I don't know where themaln 
entrance of Woodlawn cemetehy 
are.Reilly 
designated 
Woodlanwn 


cemetery with the long pointer. 
Wilentz aided in pointing out the 
gate at 233rd street. • 


Q. Were you at that gala or 


inside that gate, 
the nighr of 
March 12? 
A. I was not. 
Pointed Out on Map. 


Reilly pointed out on the map 
the Hauptmann house and the 
cemetery gates to the defendant. 


Q. How far would you say now 
it was? 
A. I really can't say. 
Q. 
How far to Webster ave- 
nue? 


A. To'Webster avenue, I figure, 


would be 40-50 blocks. 
Q. Were you there in that cem- 
etery on the night of March 12, 
1932? 


A, I can't remember I ever was 
there. 


Q. But on that- night were you 
there and did you meet Dr. Con- 
don there? 


A. No. 
Q. Have you any independent 


recollection where you were the 
night of March 12? 


A. What da yof the week was 
it?Q.. Saturday. 


A. I really don't know, It's hard 
to remember. 


Q. But were you at Woodlawn 
cemetery? 


A, I was not. 
Q. Did you climb over any gate 
and run away from Dr. Condon? 


A. 
Certainly not. 
Frankfurter Stand Shown. 


Reilly showed him a picture of 
the frankfurter stand near 
the 


cemetery where Jafsie found 
a 
kidnap note. 


Q. Were you ever Jn that frank- 


furter stand? 


A. No, I was not. 
Q. Did you ever sit on a bench 


there and talk to Dr. Condon? 


A. No. 
Q. Did you ever see this shack 
(indicating the place where 
Dr. 


Condon and the kidnaper talked) 
seated on a bench? 
A. No. 
Q. Did you ever sit there cough- 


ing, with Dr. Condon? 


A. No. 
His answers were given very 
naturally and frankly. 


Reilly turned from the witness. 
"Bring out the ladder," he di- 
rected. Hauptmann looked specu- 
latlvely at it. 
Carpenter Ten Years. 


Reilly, reaching for the kidnap 


ladder, asked, "Now how many 
years, Bruno, have you been 
a 
carpenter? 


"About ten years," Hauptmann 


replied. 


Q. Did you build that ladder? 
A. I am a carpenter. 
He grinned and the courtroom 
tittered. 


"Quiet," shouted the ushers. 
Q. Did you build that ladder? 
A. No. 
Q. 
Have you noticed its con- 
struction? 
^ I have heen noticing It? 
eilly called Hauptmann from 


the stand to examine the ladder. 


Q. In your opinion does it look 


like a well-made ladder? 


A. It doesn't look like a ladder 


at all. I dont' know how a man 
can step up. 


Q. Did you ever take that lad- 


der from the Bronx to Hopewell 
in your car? 


A. I never transported a lad- 


der. 


Q. Did you take this ladder? 
A. 
No. 


Growled His Reply. 


H,auptmann almost growled tnat 


negative. 


Q. Did you at any time have 
that ladder on Col. Lindbergh's 
estate? 
A. No. 
Q. Did you put it against his 


wall or climb it or come down it? 
A. No. 
Q. Did you leave it 70 feet away 


in the bushes? 


A. 
No. 


Hauptmann was then led into 


a recital of his life a tthe Bronx 
house. He named the persons liv- 
ing In the small three-apartment 
frame building. 


Q. So there was a landlord and 


two tenants living in your hose? 
A. That's right. 
Q. Now there has been exhibit- 


ed here a board out of the attic 
of your house. Did you take any 
board from the 
attic of 
your 
house? 


A. 
No. 


Q. Did you take any board and 
carve or cut it? 


A. I did not. 
Q. There was nothing in your 


attic when you moved in? 


A 
No, it was empty. 


Reillv brought to the witness 


the chisel found on the Lindbergh 
estate. 


Q. 
I ask you if you brought 


this chisel to the Lindbergh es- 
tate? 


Denies Ever Owning Chisel. 
A, This chisel was never in my 
possession, I never owned it. 


Reilly next turned his attention 
to St. Raymond's cemetery. 
An- 
other delay occurred while the 
kidnap ladder and attic 
board 


were removed from 'n front of 
the map. 


Q. How many miles, in your 
judgment, is St. Raymond's ceme- 
tery from your home? 


A. I can only figure on 
the 
scale. What is the scale? 


Q. Quite a number of blocks, 
isn't it? 


A. Yes. 
Reilly pointed to the cemetery 


on the map. 


Q. Were you ever there? 
A. Yes. 
About six years ago. 
but not in the cemetery. I walk- 
ed by. 


Q. Where were you going? 
A. To visit friends at Throgg's 
Neck. 


Q. Are you familiar with this 
portion of the Bronx? (indicating 
St. Raymond's cemetery). 


Hauptmann stepped down 
and 
with his arms outstretched indi- 
cated the center section of the 
map. His gesture did not include 
either cemetery connected with 
the crime. 


Did Not Receive Ransom. 


Q. 
Now on April 2, Saturday 
night, were you in St. Raymond's 
cemetery and did you receive $50,- 
000 from Dr. Condon? 
A. I did not. 
A faint smile accompanied the 
answer. 


Q. Is that the night you testi- 


fied to' concerning the musical, 
from Saturday of the month? 
A. Yes. 
Q. Did you go out? 
A. Yes. Half past 11. I took 
Kloeppenburg to the station 
at 


White Plains avenue, nine blocks 
from the house. 


Q. Now you told us you were 
in business with Fisch.' and— 


Reilly stopped in the middle of 


the question and went over tl his 
table to thumb through some pa- 
pers, 


Q. Can you give me your best 
recollection whether you did any 
dealings with Fisch through the 
market through Carleton Mott? 


A. No. 
Not Carleton Mott. 
Takes Up Bank Accounts. 
Reilly switched to the Haupt- 
mann bank accounts and asked 
him if it was correct the account 
of his wife Anna Schoeffler had a 
balance of Sill in 1928 when it 
was changed 
to a joint account 
under the name of "Richard and 
Anna Hauptmann." 


Q. There is a withdrawal here, 
June 25, 1928, $456.22. 
Can you 


recall the reason for the with- 
drawal ? 


A. I guess it must have been 
when my wife went to Germany 
the first time. 


Q. I show you a deposit of $728. 
A. 
This time I was working 
very hard, mostly evenings, Sun- 
days and Saturdays. I opened an 
account at White Plains avenue." 
In a couple of months I closed the 
account, about $728. 


The account, Reilly brought out, 
was opened in September, 1927, 
with $250. 
Hauptmann studied the 
bank 


record with a slight frown, as 
Reilly went from item to item, 
deposits and withdrawals. 


Q. Now there were withdrawals 


in the account of Richard and 
Anna in 1928. Both of November 
29th of December and 
31st of 


December. You made three with- 
drawals totaling $485.? Can you 
explain the 
withdrawals? 


Loans to Friends. 


A. I really can't explain. They 


were probably loans to friends. 


Another withdrawal of $328, he 


said, was used in stock trading" 
with Carleton and Mott. 


Q. And in 1929 you were doing 


business with 
Stelner 
Rouse* 
weren't you? 


A. Not, -it was— 
Q. Or with Carleton Mott, was 
it? 


A. Yes. 
Q. Now here is a withdrawal 


in 1930 of $500 on June 14. and 
1900 June 25. Can you tell what 
they were for? 


A. I guess I put the money in 


the stock market. 
I can't re- 
member. 


Reilly was slowly leading up 


to his announced intention of ex- 
plaining away 
the 
Hauptmann 


1932-1934 
prosperity which 
the 


state contends came 
from the 


ransom money. 


Reach 1932 Trading. 
Reilly finally reached 1932, and 


he questioned Hauptmann on the 
deposits and withdrawals. Some 
of the withdrawals the witness 
said were for the fur business 
which he conducted for Fisch. 


Q. When did you start your ac- 


count with Stelner House? 


A. August I think 1932. 
Q. What was your first trans- 


action? 


Hauptmann pored over the bro- 


kerage house statement and final- 
ly shook his head'. 


"Some belonged to Fisch. Some 


belonged to me." 


He explained he had made 
a 


memo over last week-end on his 
Wall Street operations and he 
could testify better with its aid. 


Reilly said he would abandon 


that line temporarily until the 
afternoon session. 
Wilentz said 


the state had no objections to 
the witness testifying from notes. 


Shoo Box "Discovered." 


Q. Now getting back to Fisch's 


trip to Europe, you say he left 
a shoe box with you. 
When 


did you discover any money in 
that 'box? 


A. Middle of August, '34. 
Q. What did you do. Take it to 


the garage? 


A. Squeezed it out first. 
Q. What do you mean? 
A. There was water in it. There 


was a leak In the roof 


The water sometimes was stand- 


ing in the closet this much (in- 
dicating about 1 inch with his 
thumb and finger). 


Hauptmann, then described the 


room arrangement of the apart- 
ment and entrance at the rear of 
the house. 


Q. Explain to the jury how the 


water got into that closet. 


A. It comes through the roof. 


The water. 
There must be a 


leak around the pipe. 


Q. You mean 
at 
the 
exit 


through the roof? 


A. Yes. The shingles may be 


loose. 
I never was up on the 


roof. 


Q. Did the rain always come in 


there? 
A. Sometimes none came 
in. 


Sometimes we got plenty, I guess 
it was the side the rain fell on. 


Describes Leaky Roof. 
The defendant told how curtains 


and 'other objects were wet by 
the water. 


Q. What was the condition of 


the box from the time you put 
it up there and when you took 
it down? 
A. It 
was practically 
falling 


apart. 
Hauntmann told of finding the 


money" wet 


Q, Describe the money? 
A. There were four bundle! 


wrasped up in brown paper. 
It 


was thin wrapping paper. 


Q. What did you take It down 


to the garage with? 


A. A pall. 
Q. This was August 19347 
A. Yes. 
Q. So you took the money to 


the garage? 
v 
A. I put it in a basket and 


covered it up. I put It up In the 
ceiling so no one could see it. 
Not up on tha ceiling but on a 
top shelf so the basket was at 
the celling. 


Joint Stock Trading. 
Q. What was the condition of 


your account with Fisch when he 
sailed? 


A. My market account was $12,- 


000 and there was $5,500 in the 
Fisch account. 


Q. Did you owe anything on 


your account? 


A. No that was money. 
Q How much of that $12,500 


waa Fisch's? . 


A. Only $2,000 was Fisch's. The 


rest was my money. 


Reilly then directed the witness 


to his fur business with Fisch. 


Q. Did Fisch owe you money? 
A. When he went to Europe. He 


said 'If I'm willing to sell some 
of those furs.1 I said 'why not?' 
and I said 'I'll take $2,000 and 
give it to you.' 


Q. Did you give it to him? 
A. Yes about two weeks before 


he sailed. 


Split Froflts With Fisch. 
Hauptmann said that in both 


business, fur and brokerage, he 
and Fisch split profits and loss- 
es "fifty-fifty." 


Q. You knew Fisch was dead 


when you found that money? 


A. Yes. 
Q. After 
drying this money, 


what did you do with it? 


A. I took it down and put two 


or three of them in circulation. 


Q. Were you down at the Sher- 


idan Square Theatre Nov. 26, 1933, 
with a ransom bill, and did you 
toss ic in, folded in eight parts, 
to the ticket seller that young 
woman who testified here the 
other day? 


A. I have an idea about where 


the theatre is. In Greenwich Vil- 
lage. 


Q. And you live how many miles 


away in the Bronx? 


A. About 12-15 miles. 
Q. Were you ever 'in that the- 


atre in your life? 


A. No. I was not. 
Hauptmann, answering the last 


question 
before the recess, de- 


nied he had tossed the bill to the 
ticket seller. 


Recess for lunch at-12:28 p. m. 
Court convened at 1:42. 


Courtroom Packed. 


If anything the tiny courtroom 
was more crowded than ever for 
the afternoon session. 
Hauptmann 
returned 
to the 
courtroom at 1:39 with his guards. 


Reilly said he wanted to ask 
about Nov. 26, 1933, whc 
Haupt- 
mann was alleged to have tossed 
a "Lindy" bill to a theater ticket 
taker. 


Hauptmann said the date was 
his birthday and a party was held 
at his home. 
The defendant named several of 


his Bronx friends who attended. 


He did not know the last name 


of one or two. 
Reilly presented Hauptmann a 


thick sheaf of memoranda which 
Hauptmann made last week after 
studying records of his financial 
transactions. 


Hauptmann took them and coin- 


ed them with the studious intent 
of a school boy poring over multi- 
plication tables. 


Reilly was apparently going to 


|tf»vote the first part of his ques- 
tions to the young carpenter's 
stock market transactions. 
Q. Bruno, will you tell us what 


number your sheet starts from so 
we can check here? 
Have you 
August 8? 


A. Yes, I got it in my hand. 
Warner pictures Purchased. 


Q. Do you recall when you pur- 
chased that Warner 
Brothers? 


A. 
There were 51 of Warner 
Pictures three-quarters of a year 
ago. 


Q. Do you mean before Aug. 8? 
Hauptmann fumbled through the 


copies of his account for several 
minutes without answering. 
Reilly rephrased 
his question 


and Hauptmann said it was while 
he was carrying another account. 


Q. Now you traded in the mar- 
ket back and forth, is that right? 
A. 
Right. 


Q. 
You knew 
the customer's 
man in Steiner-Rouse. You sought 
his advice on what to buy 
and 
what to sell? 
* 
A. Yes. I did. 
Reilly referred to a deposit of 
cash Hauptmann made in his ac- 
count on September 15. It was 
$170. 


Q. 
Where 
did , you 
get 
that 
$170? 


A. It was from the $4700 I had 
in my home at that time. 
No "Lindy" Cash. 


Q. When you had the Steiner- 


Rouse accout was there one dol- 
lar of "Lindy" cash? 


A. There was no "Lindy" cash 
at all, 


Q. I notice the next month, of 


September, in Steiner-Rouse bal- 
ance was $1,000. 
Correct? 
A. Yes. 
Q. 
You say Fisch 
gave you 


$850 to balance the account? 
A. Yes. 
Q. Now we come to 
October, 
and there was no cash put In. 
Correct? 


A. Yes. 
Q. There was buying, but not 


selling. 


Q. Then we come to December. 


Again there was trading but no 
deposits?

Reilly led Hauptmann through 
his transactions early in 1933, con- 
firming from him his 
purchase 
and sale of stock and cash posi- 
tion. 


Verna Snyder was the only ju- 
ror who did not fix her eyes on 
the witness. 
She preferred to 
stare, instead, at the impossible 
audience jamming the sweaty little 
room. 


Q. What is this $700 deposit on 
Feb. 27, 1933? 


A. I took $500 from the bank 


and $200 profit. 


Q. 
Now will you indicate the 


bank account you took the $500 
from? 


A. From the Richard and Anna 


j Hauptmann account in the Cen- 
tral Savings Bank In February 27, 
1933. 


Q. Correct. 
A. Yes. 
Reilly 
called attention to an 


$S5(1 deposit in March. 1933. 


Hauptmann said: 
"The 
J850 


came from Mr. Fisch." 


"And 
he bought January 13 one 


hundred New York Central," the 
witness added, speaking ot Fisch. 


Citing April operations, Reilly 
asked about a check for $1,800 
dated March 24. 
Checks Account. 


A. That's—I took a check out 
in March 24, I can't remember for 
what purpose. 
I put part of it 


back, that's the check for on« 
thousand five hundred dollar*. 
Pencil in hand, Hauptmann, the 
Wall Street trader, checked broky. 
erage and bank accounts. 
Q. There was a great deal of 
trading in April? 
A. Yes. 
Q. The purchases were $10,000? 
A. Little bit over. 
Q. Your sales and deposits were 


approximately $9,000? 
A. 
I couldn't follow you so 
quick. 
Q. Isn't It a fact that your pur- 
chases in April were $11,392? 
A. Yes. 
Q. Now on the 28th of April. 
you deposited, did you not, $2,500 
in cash?

Q. At the end of the month you 


had a balance of $7,937? 
A. A debit. 
Q. 
You owed the firm that 
much? 


A. Yes. 
"Let

Fisch bought," Hauptmann .said, 
beginning a recital of the opera- 
tions in July. 
Recital Drones On. 


The recital droned' on, through 


the very active trading months of 
June and July in the Hauptmann 
brokerage 
account. 
Hauptmann 
designated the stock deals he said 
he made for Fisch and those. he 
made for himself. 


Q. During July you purchased 
about 4,350 shares of different 
stock? 


A. How many hundred you say? 
Q. 4.350. 
A. That's about right. 
Q. 
And you sold about 8,150 
shares?

Dollar Declines 


By the end of 1934 the purchas- 


ing power of the dollar had de- 
clined, on the basis of 1926, 13.08 
per cent, or from 151.7 cents in 
19C3 to 130.7 cents in 1934. 


Economists close to the presi- 
dent, notably Prof. G. F. Warren, 
and those in sympathy with him, 
believed that depreciation of the 
do"ar, making it worth less in 
terms of gold, would raise the 
prices of domestic goods. 


Calculations made by the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board 
recently show that with the de- 
cline of the purchasing power of 
the dollar, prices increased 16.1 
per cent at the end of 1934. 


Professor 
Warren argued: "In 


1920, anywhere in the world, gold 
would buy less than half as much 
of other commodities as it would 
have purchased before the war. 
This was the lowest value for gold 
that has ever occurred. 


Gold Reached High. 


"to 1934, gold reached the high- 


est value ever attained since the 
cstablishlishmcnt 
of the 
United 


States. No civilization can func- 
tion successfully with such violent 
fluctuations in the value of mon- 
ey." 


By making American currency 


worth less in terms of the cur- 
rencies of other countries, it was 
planned to give American produ- 
cers an advantage 
In the inter- 


national markets. 


In other words, after devalua- 


tion a bushel of wheat should 
sell for only 60 per cent of its 
former price in terms of francs. 
This would give the French im- 
porter the chance to buy more 
wheat for the same number of 
francs he had paid before, or to 
pay fewer francs or the same 
amount of wheat he had bought 
before. 


Foreign Trade Gains. 


Export and import figures show 
that in the first 11 months of 
1933 our exports amounted to $1,- 
482,355,000 and our imports to $1,- 


305,843,000. In the first 11 months 
of 1934, although devaluation oc- 
curred -* the end of January, our 
exports had risen only to $1,962,- 
731,000, and our imports to $1,- 
508,640,000. If brief, the excess of 
imports over exports gained in 
the first 11 months of 1934 only 
$273,610,000. 
The reason this increase was 


not greater, Dr. Marcus Nadler, 
professor of finance at New York 
University says, was that foreign 
trade is now so governed by agree- 
ments and tariffs that compara- 
tively few commodities were af- 
fected. 


The treasury now has approxim- 


ately eight billion dollars in gold. 
Devaluation gave the government 
a "profit" of 
$2,792,940,E"7, 
of 


which two billion dollars were car- 
marked as a stabilization fund.

He 
continued: "The purposes and in- 
tentions of the teaching of phy- 
sical education arc right, and a 
strong healthy body is something 
to be proud of, but one should not 
over-do physical education."

the speaker, is through mental 
development. 


"What a great 
thing is the 


mind, which enables us to study 
and to read and to learn, and re- 
tain these things in later years!" 
Mr. Steverson declared. "It is a 
fine thing that this country of 
ours provides good schools, which 
enables the youth of the land to 
studv and to learn under the 'most 
favorable conditions. I admonish

Must Snecialize. 


Mr. Steverson recalled that the 


American pioneers had to be ver- 
satile and resourceful men and 
women, and contrasted them with 
todrv's specialization. He pointed 
out that to succeed today one 
must specialize in one line of en- 
deavor, and bend himself to one 
thing dil'Tently. In this respect, he 
compared a powerful 
life to a 


locomotive with 200 pounds of 
steam, which, unless directed in- 
to the cylinder will be wasted.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26. 


(/P)—Prompted by informa- 
tion supplied by Secretary 
Ickes, a special grand jury 
today was summoned to 
meet February 6 to investi- 
gate charges of graft in the 
public works administration.

Garnctt, who issued the call, said 
the inquiry would analyze "specif- 
ically one'-reject, a $4,000,000 proj- 
ect in Texas."

He declar- 
ed, however, that there were some 
dangers that must be overcome. 


Mr. Hawkins said that athlet- 
ics had grown to such an ex- 
tent that it was now a definite 
part of the 
school 
program 


There is nothing, he added that 
will hold the interest of the stu- 
dent body and build the morale 
of the school as much as a good 
football team. 


In answering some of the argu- 


ments presented in opposition to 
football and other 
athletics in 


the schools,' Mr. Hawkins 
said 


that they did not keep 
pupils 


from studying, but on the other 
hand were an 'incentive to many. 
He declared that 
many 
boys 


would not study or complete their 
education if they did not have 
football and other athletics 
as 


an incentive. 


Should Work For Salary. 


In touching on the athletic sit- 


uation in colleges, Mr. Hawkins 
said he could see no reason why 
a poor boy could not get a job 
and work his way through col- 
lege just because he could play 
football. 
He 
declared, however, 


that athletics must be kept clean 
in both college and public echools. 
If a boy gets a job he should 
work and not simply receive a 
salary. 


Continuing along the line 
of 


clean 
athletics, 
Mr. 
Hawkins 


said that football, properly super- 
vised, builds character, 
helps a 


boy to be a better 
citizen 
by 
learning him to play the game 
fair, to co-operato with his fol- 
low men and to participate in the 
affairs of the community as a 
helper and not for himself alone. 
It develops resourcefulness, cour- 
age, loyalty, comradeship and all 
the other fine virtues, he said. 
The responsibility 
of the coach 


was discussed and Mr. Hawkins 
said that the coach had a won- 
derful opportunity to lead boys 
in the right direction. He also 
declared that the success of a 
coach was not so much in games 
won. 
Dangers Outlined. 


From this point Mr. Hawkins 


shifted to some of the 
dangers 


of athletics. He declared that the 
public demand for a winner at 
any cost was one of the greatest 
dangers to football and to ath- 
letics. When the public starts out 
to sralp a coach because he is 
not winning games then the coach 
might be forced to do tho things 
which are not right in order to 
assemble a winning team. 
One 


of the great dangers in football 
lies in professionalizing the game, 
he added with emphasis. He said, 
however, that he was happy to 
say that this condition was im- 
pi_/ing and that people were get- 
ting away from that win at* any 
cost attitude. 


Gambling is a serious charge 


against football, and it is justi- 
fied, Mr. Hawkins said. He ap- 
pealed to the coaches, to tho foot- 
ball boys, to the student body 
and to the public in general to 
use their Influence in breaking 
up the gambling before it ruins 
football completely. 


In his concluding remarks he 


appealed to the players to play 
the game fair, then live as they 
played.

Baby Charles A. Lindbergh, Jr., 


for whose murder Hauptmann Is 
being tried, was stolen on March 
1, 1932, from the crib of his nur- 
»ery in Hopewell, N. J. The state 
charges he was carried out the 
•window and down a ladder which 
broke and caused his death. 
Leading up to the sketches, At- 
torney General David T. Wilentz 
asked Hauptmann: 
"Didn't you stop keeping 
ac- 
counts within two weeks of the 
birth of the Lindbergh child, and 
didn't start again until a couple 
of months after the ransom mon- 
ey was paid?" 
Didn't Know of Birth. 
"I even didn't know the Lind- 
bergh child was born," Haupt- 
mann replied. 
"But'this Is the fact about the 
dates, Isn't It—July, 1930, to Aug- 
ust. 1932, you kept no accounts, 
that's true, isnf it?" 
"I cant' remember the day when 
I etopped." 
Wilentz brought up Hauptmanns

when the case in point has 
)een fully adjudicated. The 
decision 
comes this time 


'rom Indiana and reverses 
he finding against an edi- 
;or who had been declared 
ruilty of contempt of court 
jecause of publication in 
newspaper of certain stric- 
;ures concerning 
appoint- 


ment of a receiver of a fi- 
nancial institution. The up- 
Der court in this case laid 
iown the principle that— 


"Publications are not In 


contempt of court if they 
are published after a mat- 
;er has been fully adjudi- 
ated, and they can not be 
summarily 
punished . . . 


unless they would obstruct 
or embarrass the court in 
the administration 
of jus- 


tice." 


So it becomes increasing- 


y apparent that courts are 
not sacrosanct even in the 
view of the courts them- 
selves. It also is coming to

pal that because a judge is

HEADLIGHTS 


"Markets Slump as Dol- 


ar Spars" said a typical 
leadline lately. This was in 
anticipation of the possible 
Supreme Court decision up- 
lolding 
contracts 
which 


specify payment of bonds 
or, other debts in gold or 
the current value of gold. 
Anyone can see how many 
more dollars it would take 
to . pay those debts, if the 
dollars were figured at 59 
cents instead of 100 cents. 
The actual buying power of 
our paper dollar has never 
actually 
dropped 
to 
59 


cents, but that is the way 
it could be figured legally 
f the devaluation act were 
knocked out. 


T h u s speculators start 


;urning stocks and goods in- 
;o dollars, on the chance 
that the dollars will soon be 
worth more than they are 
now. Thus foreign specula- 
tors likewise buy our dol- 
lars with their own money, 
in the hope that they can 
soon buy more goods with 
the dollars. Everything ex- 
cept bonds goes down in 
price as the dollar goes up 
in value. 


What it amounts to is a 


threatened renewal of the 
deflation which hit bottom 
two years ago and from 
which the government and 
nation have been hopefully 
trying to escape by a mild 
form of reflation, represent- 
ed by the dollar devalua- 
tion and other measures. If 
the Supreme Court fulfills 
the anticipations of these 
speculators, and no immed- 
iate counter-agent is found 
by the government, the de- 
flation may go much fur- 
ther. 


It is doubtful how much 


new deflation our people 
can sjand, or will stand. All 
debts 
would immediately 


'become harder to pay, just 
after they had got a little 
easier. There would doubt- 
less be a powerful demand 
for new easement of some 
kind. It might take the form 
of new moratoriums or re- 
ductions on debt interest 
and principal. It might take 
the form of an overwhelm- 
ing demand, within congress

Wilkinson's 
speech, which 
was 


the next on the program: 
Joe Wilkinson's Speech. 


For years children dropped out 


of school by the thousands, with- 
out being noticed by educators. 
When the state school authorities 
checked up they discovered that 
one fourth of the pupils who en- 
tered the first grade never reach- 
ed high school; that fully 
fifty 


per cent of them never reached 
the sixth grade, and that sixty 
per cent of the pupils did not go 
to college. During this time some 
people had erected schools for 
vocational education and gradual- 
ly vocational training was intro- 
duced into many public schools. 


Before these schools were or- 


ganized millions of youths filled 
the ranks of industry without the 
first rudiments of education. 


In 1913 a National Vocational 


Guidince association was formed 
and many states have made voca- 
tional training 
in 
the 
public 


schools compulsory. Modern teach- 
ing is developing rapidly 
and 


most of the credit goes to the 
improved methods 
of 
teaching. 


During the past two decades states 
have made laws which force chil- 
dren under a certain age to at- 
tend school. Many pupils as soon 
as the compulsory age is reached 
drop out o£ school. These pupils 
go to work without experience 
or education. 
Vocational Education. 


Many attempts arc being made 


to provide vocational education for 
the pupils who attempt to earn a 
living before they 
finish 
high 


school. In some cities these boys 
and girls are provided for in con- 
tinuation schools which 
takes 


them from their employment one 
or more days a week. These boys 
and girls present a serious prob- 
lem to the educational boards. 
The things that complicate this 
problem more are that apprentice- 
ships cannot be started until the 
boys and girls are at least six- 
teen years of age. 
About one third of our states 


furnish books to the pupils who 
cannot afford to buy them, hence 
he does not drop out of school. In 
the old schools pupils were forc- 
ed to take subjects but now a 
pupil can take a subject which 
is fitting to his vocation. Pupils 
used to be taught individually 
hut now a class is taught as a 
group and not each pupil 
by 


himself. The type of parent that 
says John is going to b* a law- 
yer or a doctor is -fast disappear- 
ing and children are usually free 
to pick their owiv vocation. 
look For Higher Ideals. 
Most children choose their own 


vocation when they are small and 
most of them choose some voca- 
tion which is quickly discouraged 
by their parents. As the children 
become older they look for higher 
ideals and these ideals are helped 
by the vocational education that 
is anpearing in the public schools. 
Most children's highest ideal is 
the desire to earn money and they 
usually try to work toward that 
end. 
Some children try to imi- 


tate their parents' work and some- 
timer, they arc disappointed when 
they fail in that work. 
A child 


who follows his own vocation usu- 
ally 
succeeds. 
Children have 


learned to like school and their 
teachers because of the freedom 
they have in studying vocations. 


Modern parents 
have learned 


io let their children think for 
themselves in regard to their se- 
lecting a 
vocation. 
Vocational 


training 
in 
public school 
has 


increased the attendance of the 
schools about one fourth of its 
former attendance. 
Youths who graduate from pub- 
lic schools 
without 
vocational 


training are turned out into the 
world where experienced work- 
men are needed and thus they do 
not get work with good wages. 
If the United States had more 
yocayonal training in the publio 


schools there would be less peo- 
ple out of work today. 
It appears that we are drift- 
ing toward more vocational guid- 
ance, the kind that will take care 
of our leisure time as well as our 
livelihood. 


Miss Meghan's Address. 
Following is the text of Miss 


McShan's address, "Good Citizen- 
ship:" 
One of th» cardinal principles 


of education Is citizenship. 
In 
our Junior High school that aim 
has been In the minds of the 
teachers and has been uppermost 
in activities in which the students 
have been urged to take part. 
For the past two terms, citizen- 


ship has been n vital problem in 
Junior high school, and its prin- 
ciples have been tested in the lab- 
oratory of the Good Citizenship 
association. 
In this 
association 


the pupils actually participate in 
handling their own problems. Is 
this not the best means of pre- 
paring for life in a democracy 
Compare the situation in Russia 
with the United States. 


Russia, that great nation that 
takes up 1-8 of the land area oi 
the world, but whose people are 
little better than the peons, where 
the people have no freedom in the 
government, no freedom of speech, 
no freedom of the press; where 
all the money goes into the na- 
tional treasury and is portioned 
put to the people; where there 
is no freedom of religion—no re- 
ligion at all in fact. 
Take that 


and compare it with the Ameri- 
can 
government—a 
democracy, 


which is of the people, for the 
people and by the people; where 
there i3 freedom of speech, free- 
dom of the press and freedom of 
religion. 
There is a tendency in 
the Communism program which is 
being organized all over .p_ur coun- 
try that will take away this free- 
dom in government participation. 
Hence, this is a vital question j 
to us as citizens this very day. 
The Civitan leaders of America 
are sending out cards which have 
statements for us as citizens to 
live up to. These statements are: 
Card Statements. 


1. We will seek to be like 
George Washington in honesty, 
righteousness, mercy, industry and 
unselfishness and we will strive to 
show these qualities in whatever 
we may choose as our life's work. 


2. We will seek to be loyal to 


the flag of the United States 
of America and the Constitution 
for which it stands. 
3. We will strive to obey our 
country's laws and help others to 
do the same. 
4. We will strive to keep secure 


our ideal the American home. 
5. We will do all we can to 


discourage graft and to seek to 
train ourselves for unselfish lead- 
ership in our community, state and 
nation, and love the service above 
the financial reward." 
I assure you that the students 


of the Junior high school are 
highly in favor of this move. We 
learn to dd by doing, so we prac- 
tice these things in the Good cit- 
izenship 
association 
of 
our 


school, in „ order to make better 
citizens and students ourselves.

Beauford H. Jester, chairman 


of the board of regents of the Uni- 
versity of Texas, returned Sunday 
afternoon from Washington and 
New York where he had spent 
several days In the interest of 
procuring an additional PWA loan 
and grant for the building pro- 
gram under way at the University 
of Texas and also conferred with 
officials of the Carnegie Founda- 
tion 
for 
the 
Advancement of 


Teaching relative to the establish- 
ment of a plan for the retirement 
with pay of teachers in the Uni- 
versity of Texas. 


An addtionar grant and loan of 


$60,000—$17,500 loan and 
$42,500 


outright grant, will be available as 
soon as the necessary papers are 
signed by President Roosevelt to 
supplement the previous $408,000 
loan and grant from the PWA 
for the construction of two new 
dormitories at the university. One 
will be for men a J the other 
for women students. At a recent 
meeting of the regents, the bids 
for the two structures exceeded 
the $408,000 by $60,000 and rather 
than await the re-advertising and 
going through the necessary pro- 
cedure to procure another project, 
Chairman Jester and R. L. White, 
architect, were sent to Washing- 
ton. 
Mr. White is remaining in 
the capital to finish the project. 


Chairman Jester conferred with 


officials of the Carnegie Founda- 
tion for Advancement of Teach- 
ing and Rainard B. Robbins, sec- 
retary of the retirement fund or- 
ganization, will come to Texas 
soon after Feb. 15 and -v.ill meet 
with the board of regents and will 
assist in setting up a retirement 
plan and pay for members of the 
faculty of the university.

Von Blomberg, minister of de- 
fense, said in an interview. 


Adolf Hitler is not likely 
to 


break the German official silence. 
I confess I don't understand this 
reticence. Apparently I am in good 
company, for no less a statesman 
than ex-Premier Stanley G. Bald- 
win of Great 
Britain 
publicly 


pleaded with Hitler to "raise the 
veil of secrecy" with reference to 
Germany's re-armament. 
Baldwin, it seems, accepts Ger- 
many's re-armament despite Teu- 
tonic assertions to the contrary, 
as a fact, but believes the peace of 
the world would be better served 
if the Germans stated right out 
what their game is. 
Instead, there is rumor monger- 


ing both within and without Ger- 
many of a kind that is calculated 
to intensify the feeling that Eu- 
rope is sitting on a smouldering 
volcana. 


Correspondents Discreet. 
The 
resident 
foreign 
corres- 
pondents in Germany for the most 
part take the position that they 
are not in Germany to act as mil- 
itary spies. 


The longer these correspondents 
have lived in Germany, however, 
the wider is their range of 
ac- 
quaintances. Hence, despite them- 
selves, those who have been sta- 
tioned here for more than a de- 
cade, hear all sorts of things that, 
in the absence of official figures, 
conjure up in our minds a picture 
of war-like preparations that 
is 
probably much gloomier than real- 
ity. 


A friend of many years stand- 


Ing, 
an able engineer, suddenly 
chucks his job and moves with his 
family to Muenster, where there is 
a large reichswehr garrison. 
He 
was a major in the old Imperial 
army, and rated as an exceedingly 
able army engineer. 


I didn't embarrass this friend by 
asking why he's going to Muen- 
ster. The answer is altogether too 
obvious; he rejoined the army. 
In the absence of an 
official 
statement as to the strength of the 
re-armed reichswehr, I can scarce- 
ly be blamed if I regard such in- 
cidents from my immediate ac- 
quaintance as typical, and if I con- 
jure up the vision of an army of 
three or four millions instead of 
the 100,000 permitted by the treaty 
of Versailles. 


Official figures probably would 


run to only three or four hundred 
thousands. But offi'cal figures are 
denied me.
